Respondent produced two of 
the men who were in the car. 
They testified they were gov- 
ernment employees and that the 
3rd man, who was not present, 
was the driver and had carried 
on most of the conversation with 


petitioner. They said they heard | 


no argument but observed peti- 
tioner appeared vexed and an- 
noyed. The third man, was not 
produced.

(3) That all appeals be argued 
orally, except by special leave 
of the court to the contrary; 

(4) That records and briefs be 
of uniform size, as printed and

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America's Most Radical Law 


December 31st will mark the first anniversary of Executive | 
Order No. 9806, transfering the activities, facilities and properties | 


of the Manhattan Engineer District to the civilian Atomic Energy | 
Commission. On January 1, 1947, the Commission undertook the | 


administration of the Atomic Energy Act of 1946 (60 Stat. 755, 42. 


U. 8. C. S., 1801 et seq.) 
This statute, which has been described as “America’s most ra- 


legislative history of America. Many provisions of the Act, upon 
the first reading, appear startling to a lawyer trained in the pro- 
eesses of democracy. Government monopoly of a huge enterprise, 
government financed research and development, restrictions on 
patent rights, and security measures apparently approaching cen- 
sorship have no counterpart in our system. But the thinking 
which condemns the Act as totalitarian in concept neglects, it 
seems to us, a proper evaluation of the background of facts and 
circumstances against which the statute was enacted and the 
proper relationship of the separate provisions to the entire struc- 
ture of the Act. Close examination and dispassionate analysis in 
the light of all of the known facts place the measure in a per- 
spective different from that which immediately occurs and re- 
veal a truly statesmanlike effort to reconcile the necessity for the 
strictest government supervision with our traditional attachment 
to free enterprise and the free exchange of ideas. Wisely admin- 
istered, the Atomic Energy Act need not alter radically or perman- 
ently our democratic precepts. 

Initially, it must be observed that many of the controls are 
made necessary by the uncertain international situation and the 
trusteeship of this country over a force capable of total destruc- 
tion but of which little still is known. Adoption of the Baruch plan 
and the creation of an international supervisory body will cause a 
modification of many of the basic provisions of the Act. Also rele- 
vant is the fact that when the Congress legislated it did so under 


h 


very ul nusual pract ical circumstances, requiring that provision b 
made for the transfer to and the operation by a civilian body of 
an extensive wartime enterprise entirely in government hands. 


or 


But apart from background, a careful analysis of the Act as a 
whole discloses a careful and systematic integration of sound poli- 
cies. The patent provisions for example, appear at first to be de- 
structive of the incentives and stimulants of the existing patent 
system. But closely examined alongside other sections of the Act, 
such as those removing from private ownership and control the 
entire field of production of fissionable materials and their utili- 
zation in atomic weapons, those granting to the Commission broad 
authority with respect to the promotion and conduct of research 
in relation to atomic energy, and those giving the Commission a 
licensing power over the utilization of fissionable materials gen- 
erally, the patent provisions become wholly logical, if not inevit- 
able, and designed only to permit freedom from interference for 
the activities of the Commission. The same analysis may be made 
of other so-called “radical” provisions of the Act. The restrictions 
imposed upon the dissemination of information appear to hamper 
unduly the transmission of knowledge in a manner at variance 
with our cherished concepts. Further study, however, develops 
an insight which indicates a reconcilia ation of the principle of the 
free exchange cf ideas with the necessity for maintaining a tight 
secrecy in the interests of the common defense and security. Sim- 
ilarly, in exercising its industrial monopoly, the Act gives the Com- 
mission a choice in deciding whether the work shall be carried 
on by the government directly, or chiefly by American industry as 
agents and contractors of the government. 


This is not to suggest that the Atomic Energy Act does not 
present novel and difficult legal, practical and political questions. 
It is not even to suggest presumptiously that the views expressed 
are correct. But it is to submit that this tremendously impor- 
tant legislation requires a clarity of thought and an insight com- 
ing from a constant study of the Act, its implications, background 
and administration. It appears that to date lawyers have ap- 
proached atomic energy as if it were none of their business, a sub- 
ject too “technical” or too interwoven with national security to 
permit of opén discussion. With the exception of some interest 
on the part of the patent bar and an occasional published paper. 
there has been little effort to understand and explain the Atomic 
Energy Act. Without such explanation from those best equipt at 
analysis, the people of the country cannot fully understand this 


new realm of facts and ideas. The Chairman of the Commission | 


has stated that “in the conscience and the judgment of the. peo- 
ple lies the strength of democracy.” The legal profession has a 


responsibilty in aiding in the informed development of that con- | — 


science and that judgment.

Whereas, the judiciary article 
of the new Constitution must be 
implemented by rules of the 
Supreme Court and legislation; 
and 


Whereas, no one is more fitted 
toe advise and assist the new Su- 
preme Court and the legislature 
than the lawyers of the state 
experienced in actual practice 
in the past and cognizant of the 
needs in the future, organized 
in the State and County Asso- 
ciations; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved 
that the New Jersey State Bar 
Association does hereby offer its 
services and those of its com- 
mittees and members to the Ju- 
dicial Council, and through it, 
to the legislature and the new 
Supreme Court, for the purpose 
of advising and assisting those 
bodies in the formulating and 
drafting of rules of court and 
legislation necessary to imple- 
ment the Judiciary Article of 
the new Constitution. 

Any lawyer who has read the 
new Constitution knows of the 
vast amount of work that must 
be done before September 15, 
1948, to implement its judiciary 
article by rules of court and leg- 
islation. The magnitude of this 
task is emphasized when we 
consider that the Rules of Ci- 
vil Procedure promulgated by 
the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States were three and one- 
half years in the making. Those 
rules covered only civil proced- 
ure at law and in equity. While 
those rules unquestionably can 
furnish a guide and basis there 
are many points where we in 
New Jersey probably shall not 
want to follow them and they do 
not cover the entire field. Furth- 
er more, much legislation,in ad- 
dition to rules of court, is need- 
ed. The Law Revision and Bill 
Drafting Commission has found 
over 3,000 statutory references 
to courts and judges to be super- 
seded or rendered inapplicable 
That, of course, does not mean 
that 3,000 statutes will be needed. 
It does mean much study and 
legislation. As an example of 
matters that must be covered 
by legislation, rather than by 
rules of court, we refer to the

The Committee on Legal Edu- 
cation has worked primarily in 
the field of legal education for 
the practicing lawyer. Its work 
during the past year and dur- 
ing the coming year consists of: 

1. Providing courses of iec- 
tures for practicing lawyers in 
such places where there is a 
need for them. 

2. Providing such other addi- 
tional facilities as may be re- 
quired from time to time. 

3. Assisting practicing lawyers 
and veterans in procuring the 
benefits offered under the On 
the Job Training Program. 

1. Providing courses of lec- 
tures for practicing lawyers in 
such places where there is a 
need for them. In _ providing 
courses of lectures for the prac- 
ticing lawyer the Committee 
deemed it advisable to make use 
of the facilities provided by the 
New Jersey Institute for Prac- 
ticing Lawyers and by the New 
York Practicing Law Institute 
and cooperated with them in 
maintaining courses of lectures 
during the past year. The New 
Jersey Practicing Institute, un- 
der the direction of Morris M. 
Schnitzer, gave courses on Trial 
Practice, Real Estate, Current 
Problems in Taxation and La- 
bor Relations during the Fall 
Semester, in Newark. During the 
Spring Semester, courses will be 
given on Trial Practice, Taxation. 
Creditors’ Remedies and Ac- 
counting for Lawyers. All mem- 
bers of the board of trustees of 
the New Jersey Institute are 
members of this association and 
our members are also giving 
their services as lecturers. Both 
the Fall and Spring programs 
were worked out in consultation 
with your committee.

Re: Benefits to Practicing Law- 
yers offered by On the Job 
Training Program 

Dear Sir: 

Applications for law clerk- 
ships will, no doubt, be made to 
you within the next four years 
by veterans. The nominal com- 
pensation usually paid to law 
clerks can be supplemented by 
payments made by the Veterans’ 
Administration. So, if you pay 
a law clerk $50 per month, the 
Veterans’ Administration will 
supplement the clerk’s earnings 
by payments not in excess of 
$65 per month for single vet- 
erans, and $90 per month for 
veterans who are married or 
have dependents. The total 
monthly amounts received by 
the veteran from both sources 
cannot exceed $175 per month if 
the veteran is single and has 
no dependents, or 
month if married or has de- 
pendents. 


In order to be entitled to those 
veteran- 


benefits both the 
trainee and the lawyer-trainor 
must qualify. The procedure 
for qualification is simple. 


The veteran law clerk quali- | 
fies by applying to the nearest | 
Veterans’ Administration office 
for a supplemental certificate for | 


eligibility stating therein the

Lawyers And Coilection 
Agencies Arbitration 


The Committee has continued 

investigate agencies which 
nave failed to comply with the 
statute (R.S. 45:18-3) requiring 
the filing of bonds. This pro- 
risic n was amended in 1946 and 
now requires that a corporate 
surety Shall be furnished by 
each agency. This provision has 
sroven most salutary in pre- 
yenting agencies with insuffi- 
.jent financial standing to ven- 
“ure into business in this State. 
The Committee solicits infor- 
mation from all members of 
the Bar regarding any agency 
which is operating without a 
proper bond being filed with the 
State so that it may perform 
its duty fully. 


Recently, a general solicita- 
tion was made by an alleged 
law list operating from Brook- 
lyn, New York. A soliciting let- 
yer WaS apparently sent to all 
lawyers in the State. On our 
wnvestigation, it was determined 
that the list had not been ap- 
proved by the American Bar As- 
sociation; that the list had not 
actually been published; and 
shat it appeared to be a very 
poor risk for lawyers to pay a 
fee for representation on 
st. This matter was called 
to the attention of all members 
of the Bar by an announce- 
ment printed in the New Jersey 
Law Journal. 

Ex for a few isolated in- 
stance the relationship be- 
tween lawyers and agencies has 
peen harmonious during the 
past year and it is hoped that 
this condition will continue in 
the future. 


As requested herein, this Com-

Judicial Appointments 


The Committee on Judicial 
Appointments has not been con- 
sulted as to any appointments 
which have been made since the 
last meeting of the Association. 


Commercial Section 


The members of the Commer- 
cial Section have met during 
the year 1946-1947 on several oc- 
casions and partook in earnest 
discussions on matters affecting 
the commercial branch of the 
law. 

It is the unanimous opinion 
of the Section that special com- 
mittees should be appointed by 
the Association to study and 
recommend the following chan- 
ges: 

1. The Bulk Sales Act, with a 
view of providing an opportun- 
ity to more effectively enforce a 
lien on the proceeds of the sale 
to unpaid creditors. 

2. Revision of the District 
Court Act with a view of pro- 
viding uniform practice and 
rules throughout the State. 

3. The appointment of a spe- 
cial committee to cooperate with 
the Referees in Bankruptcy and 
to recommend necessary revi- 
sions of the present act, and 
rules if necessary. 

Bulk Sales Act 

It is the opinion of the Sec- 
tion that the Sales of Goods in 
Bulk Act, R.S. 46:29-1, as it now 
stands does not serve the pur- 
pose for which it was enacted 
in that it accords insufficient 
protection to an acknowledged 
creditor of a seller. 

Section 1 of the Act holds as 
voidable a sale in bulk otherwise 
than in the ordinary course of 
trade unless: 

a. The purchaser shall in good 
faith and for the purpose of 
giving the notice therein re- 
quired make inquiry of the sel- 
ler and receive from him a veri- 
fied list of all creditors; and 

b. The purchaser shall, at 
least ten days before consum- 
mation of the sale, give notice 
to each such creditor of the pro- 
posed sale; and 

c. All taxes are paid prior to 
transfer of sale. 

If the Act is not complied 
with within 90 days a proceed- 
ing may be brought to invali- 
date the sale. 

The seller is required to make, 
full and truthful answer in 
writing to the inquiries made of 
him by the purchaser and if 
seller knowingly makes false an- | 
swers to such inquiries it is held | 
to be a misdemeanor by Section | 
2 of the Act. Thus, a creditor | 
whose claim is not revealed has | 
some measure of protection. 

But if the provisions of the Act 
are complied with and a listed 
creditor is not paid, his only re- 
course appears to be a civil ac- 
tion against the seller unless the 
conveyance is fraudulent. 

It is the concensus of opinion 
of the Section that the Act 
should be amended, providing 
for the holding in escrow the 
consideration to be paid to the 
seller or a sufficient amount 
thereof, to satisfy all unpaid 
creditors, for a period of 90 days,

Stitutional Convention, _ it 
met and prepared drafts of pro- 
posed suggestions respecting 
Prerogative Writs which it felt 
should be embodied in the new 
Constitution. It held several 
meetings on this subject during 
Which it received and consid- 
ered suggestions made _ by 
other groups similarly interest- 
ed in modernizing the practice 
with respect to these writs. 

Your Chairman appeared be- 
fore the Judiciary Committee 
on two occasions and presented 
the views of your committee. 
The draft of the provision pre-

|not adopted in the exact verbi- 
age suggested by the committee. 
However, Section 5, Sub-section 
4, of Article 6, the Judiciary Ar-

At the 1947 annual meeting at 
Atlantic City, the Committee 
held 2 moot trial of an income 
tax case as would be tried before | 
the Tax Court of the United 
States. The case involved what 
is popularly known as a family 
partnership. The judge who 
presided was Judge Marion J. 
Herron of the Tax Court of the 
United States. The material for | 
the trial was prepared by Syd-} 
ney A. Gutkin of Newark, a 
member of the Committee. Mr. 
Gutkin also acted as the at-| 
torney for the petitioner. Louis 
Auerbacher, Jr., also of the) 
Committee, acted as attorney 
for the respondent, the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue. Mr. 
David Beck, who is an associate 
of Mr. Gutkin, appeared as the 
petitioner and Mrs. David Beck, 
his wife in real life, appeared 
as his wife in the tax trial. The 
trial simulated an actual trial 
before the Tax Court. 

It was felt by the members of 
the Association who attended 
that considerable benefit was 
derived as well as some meas- 
ure of entertainment. The Com- 
mitte plans to hold a similar 
moot trial at the annual meet-| 
ing in May, 1948. 


The Committee has noted 
that special courses of instruc- 
tion are being given on income 
taxation in New: Jersey. The 
Committee believes that such 
special courses should be ar- 
ranged for sections of the state 
where lawyers do not have the 
benefit of such facilities. It is 
felt that every active practi- 
tioner must have some know- 
ledge of income tax law and 
procedure in order properly to} 
represent his clients. 

The Committee has _ given 
considerable attention to the! 
matter of the disadvantage to 
New Jersey taxpayers under the 
present federal income tax law) 
by comparison with states hav-| 
ing community property laws.| 
Husband and wife entities se-| 
cure considerable income tax) 
benefits in such community 
property states. The Committee | 
had considered the advisability | 
of recommending the passage | 
of legislation in New Jersey to) 
provide for community property | 
status for spouses in this state. 
However, considerable opposi- | 
tion developed and the Commit- | 
tee recognized that, in view of | 
the fact that Governor Driscoll | 
himself was against the propos- | 
al, it would be futile to consider | 
such legislation at this time. 
However, this Committee be-| 
lieves that the Association! 
should go on record as recom- | 
mending the modification of!

In order to further clarify the 
question, your committee re- 
quested of the Chief Justice an 
ficial announcement concern- 
ing the crediting of clerkship 
and law school attendance when 
served simultaneously and your 
Chairman received from the 
Chief Justice, his letter dated 
November 1, 1947 wherein the 
court stated: 

“Mr. Brearley, of the Supreme

there appears to be no misap- 
prehension on the part of the 
bar or of law students about 
the interpretation of the rule 
to which you refer.

“The next tax changes made,”

“Before we take the first

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Criminal Prosecutions 
for Tax Fraud to Rise, 
Kestelanetz Predicts 


New York (ACCN)—Criminal 
| prosecutions for tax fraud will 
increase, it was predicted here 
Boris Kostelanetz, former 
i special assistant to the U.S. at- 
itorney general, in an address 
| before more than 300 tax spe- 
cialists at a lecture on federal 
| taxation sponsored by the New 
i York State Society of Certified 
‘Public Accountants. 

Pointing out that “cheating 
the government became dis- 
tinctly unpopular’ during the 
war years, Kostelantez said that 
in the minds of millions of little 
and big honest taxpayers such 
cheating was viewed as an ef- 
fort by the evader to burden 
other citizens with the tax 
which the evader should prop- 
erly pay. 

Because of this change of at- 
titude, he continued, business- 
| men who 10 years ago were re- 
ceiving a suspended sentence or 
a 30-day term are now getting 
instead substantial prison sen- 
tences. In addition, he said, re- 
cent cases have shown a willing- 
ness on the part of government 
prosecutors to attempt to fix 
criminal responsibilty on any 
person who colludes with the 
tax evader in any way. 

Corporate officers and employ- 
ees, he said, have thus been 
charged with attempting to 
evade and defeat the payment of 
the corporation’s taxes. Ac- 
countants and bookkeepers have 
been included as co-defendants 
| | with the taxpayers.”
